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The question arise* as to whether It le desirable for even the 
FBI to know precisely who ooeposes the amber ship of CIO. Admittedly 
that agency has a strong clue in eo far as It conduote check* on appli- 
cants but asamsedly It does not know precisely who has been accepted 
for aoabership in 010. 


2. In view of the foregoing it would appear desirable to seek 
exsept ion fear CIO fron provisions (or certain of them) of this Executive 
Order on the grounds that CIO loyalty standards would be higher than those 
of other agencies. 

3. If exemption from oil or part of the Executive Order cannot be 
obtained every precaution should be taken to insure the security of inforaa- 
tiem developed within the Civil Service Ceased salon Review Board In connec- 
tion with the operation of the loyalty program. 
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
